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• 1. Pr«irious Infomation on subject from Brltiah

2. Interrogation of ^ndaf flrofffi,">iniw in our files, 
raises some points worth disoussion. Aooordlng to Gross, he net 
Springman, whom he had known since bp^xood, around October 1942, and 
agreed to arrange for the delivery of nail and money from Istanbul fo^^. 
the Zionists for a 10^ oaeseission on the noniy handled. The following 1 
day. Gross introduced Springnan to Erioh Wezmir, alias Oharles Popesoh 1 
(imo is, of course, our subject) whon Gross had met reowtitly at the 
races, and whon Gross had recruited as courier for Springmsn's sds» 
Sion. This directly contradicts Wander's statenent that he recruited !\ 
Gross to perform nissions for Joint. Gross states that when Wonder I 
returned from Istanbul, he gave Gross only one«fourth of the 10j( ocai** / 
mission, rather than a half-trtiare according to their agreenent. Wendsir 
told Gross that he had met Pemerants (Wenia) and other Joints in Is- 
tanbul, but did not think they would make muoh money out of them. 

3. In February 1943, Springman asked Gross to take 
another letter to Turk^. As Wmsder was then stuck in Istanbul as 
the frontier was closed to travel. Gross deoided to make the Journey 
hhaself . He went down to Istanbul in Varch, contacting Wonder immedia- 
tely, Wender introduced him to Pemerants, to Oellek, Baeder sad Ssynd, 
other Joints, and later to Wittold Blaij^, an agent of the Polish Con- 
sulate. Others to Whom Wexzdel introduced Gross were Teddy Baumann, 

a Hungarian newspaperman of shady reputation and probably a DA| one 
Badhsauum, probably Albert Baohsmann, a merchant and suspect Geman 
agent (id^ Bosmaan in Para 82 of L7X 807 r)| Yogi, and Yiktor, both 
of the Taksim Bar and reported agents of Ast III F, Yiennaj Masaryk, 
probably Hasan Uasaryk, ah associate of Willy Goeti, and Veufeld, a 
Hungarian Jew artiste, Wexxder also told Gross of his contact with 
Commander Earle, saying Earle had given him a questionnaire to fill 

out. All of the above from Gross indioates that Wender may have known 
more about GIS activities in Istanbul than he has told, 
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4. Further informution from arose gives the opposite 
inpression* hosrever* es nuoh of Oross* story about ocmtaots mede through 
Collek oontalned no nentlon of Wendor except to say that Gross reported 
to Collek that Wender eras xiot thoroughly reliable* 

6* Before Cross and Vexider left Istanbul* Wender intro- 
duced Cross to Uarid Asar, an agent of Coosaander Earle* On the train to 
Sofia* Wender shoired Cross a leaden tube whioh he had undertaken to oariy 
fron Roman* Polish Consul in Istanbul* to a Polish editor in Budapest*^^ 
nasMd Karjibowsky* for a fee of 600 thales. 

6. Cross also aoouses Wettder, W«ininger and one Sehalii 
of haring oheated Cross in the natter of his ooassissions on the 
doint fu^s and of haring oheated the Jews on the exdhange of gold to ' 
RaiohsBMirks* Cross* Wender and Weininger disoussed the handling of the 
money* and the latter arranged throu^ his ohief * Dr* SohadLdt* of Ast 111 F* 
Vienna* to transport the funds* Permission from Craf Uarosna* head of] 

Osm SO* Vienna* was arranged for this through Baron Mtntsuffel* head of 
Ast IIIF* Vienna* On a second trip to Istanbul* Cross warned CollOk add 
Pomersnts of this arrangement* and of his doubts as to the reliability of 
Wender add Weininger* He also warned them against introducing these two 
to the British* 



7* (hx a third Journey to Istanbul* Cross was intorduoed 
by Wender to Julius Zoraos or Korats* an agent of Klatt and the Hungariaas* 

6* After cross' third return to Budapest* he states that 
Willi Costs admitted that he had written a report to Cross' superior* 
Merkey* against Cross at the instigation of Wender and Weininger* who 
threatened to report on Costs if he refused* 

8* Cross reports on Wonder's difficulties with Bagel 
and subsequent arrest substantially as he gives it himself* 

10* One further report mentions a Charles Popesou* a 
shipping agent in Turkey and Syria* as a oontaot of the Axis Armistioe 
Commissions for trade in the Eastern Hediterranean* Probably identioal 
with subject. 



11* The ohief points of Interest here for our purpose 
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a) The likelihood that Wender has oolored his story 
to serve his cmrn purpose or that he has withheld informtion* partioularly 
on his association with Cx^>ss* Aooording to Cross’ story* the two appear 
to hare entertained oonsidezmble distrust of eaoh otheri this idea is 
enoouraged soaenhat by subject’s suspiolon that Cross had betrayed him to 
the Cestapo* Further* it appears from Cross' story that subject is not 
the idealistic Zionist he pioturas himself* but was rather Involved in the 
Ziomist activity for what he oould make out of it* la stq^port of this idea 
are his recent blaok market aotivitiesj in opposition is our realisation 
that Cross himself is a vet*y xmreliable witness* and his aoousations of 
sharp dealing on the part of Wender may not be true* 
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b) The s •ouriV tubjaot* at oTidtaotd 
by hit ohterful williagnttt to ditoutt hit butlneat with Orott 
(hit alttlon for Romaa« his oontaot with Sarle« hit introduotion 
of Orott to Atar* i^rlt't agaut) about whost aotiTities he olaimt to 
know nothing, hit botrayal of (}tfromor to tht Ruttiant (Para 46, LVX 
207), and hit ayparant wilUamttt to ttrre anybo4y «ho approaohtd 
him with a alttion. The ttateiatntt aadt ty Qroti relatlTt to tht 
many intoduotiont given him by Wonder and the oontaots of Wonder with 
Roman and Earle have the ring of truth beoaute there letma no reaaon 
for Orott to hare invented tubh inoidentii it oould have helped hit own 
oate in no way. 



12. You may, by further Interrogation, elioit fux^er 
information on tome of theae points. Ueanwhile, there aeeu little 
doubt that tubjeot it a typioal profeational agent, and no more reliable 
than moat of that ttasg>. There teemt little reaaon to aatume that he 
oould be truated any further than hit own immediate intereata lie, or 
that he would maintain a oanfid«ioe any Itmger than it it to hit im- 
mediate profit to do so. Contact and uae of tubjeot should be predloated 
on thlt batit. 
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
